e of Their Majeſties Sacred Perlons, and the ÞPzoſperous Succels of 
Their Arms, which hath bern Religioufly kept and obſerved accoꝛd⸗ 
#A ingly. And foꝛalmuch as it hath pleaſed Almighty God of his In⸗ 
| finite Goodneſs, in anſwer to the Pzayers offered up on that Occa⸗ 
His late Expedition beyond the Seas, and b:ing Him back in Safety, and to Pzeſerve Their Ma⸗ 
felties and Their Government againſt all the wicked Pachinations and Deſigns of Open and 
Secret Enemies, and by a Wonderful Succeſs of Their Arms to Reduce the Kingdom of ireland 
entirely to Their Obedience, whereby Their Majeſties are now Eſtabliſhed in the full Poſſeſſion 
of Their Thx Kingdoms, and in a Condition, with the Bleſiing of God, to Settle the lame in 
a firm and laſting (tate of Safety, Honour, and Pꝛolperity. Their Majeſtics therefoze with 
all Humility Adozing the Mercy of the Divine Pꝛobidence inanifeſted to Them and Their People, 
and duly conlidering-that Publick and Signal Bleſſings do call foz Publick and Solemn Ac⸗ 
knowledgments, Have thought fit, and by, and with the Advice of Their Pꝛiby Council do hereby 
Appoint and Command that a General and Publick Thankſgiving to Almighty God {oz thele 
great 2Sleſſings be Obferved throughout this Realm of England, Dominion of Wales, and Town 
of Berwick upon Tweed, in moſt Devout and Solemn manner on Thurſday the Sir and twentieth 
Day of November next enſuing. - And foz the better and moꝛe oꝛderly Solemnizing of the ſame, 
Their Majeſties have given Direction to the Moſt Reverend the Arch⸗Biſhops, and che Right Re- 
verend Biſhops of this Kingdom, to Compoſe a Fozm of Pꝛaper ſuitable to this Occaſion, to be 
Uſed in all Churches and Chappels, and other Places of Publick Moꝛſhip, and to take Care fo: 
the timely diſperſing of the ſame thzough their reſpective Miocelles. And Their Pajetties de 
ſtrictly Charge and Command, That the ſaid day of Publick Thankſgiving be Religioufly Ob 
ſerved by all Their Loving Subjects, as they tender the Favour of Almighty God, and upon Haim 
of ſuch Buniſhments as Their Majeſties can juſtly inflict foꝛ the Contempt oz Neglect thereof,
